Memorial Service 
Marks A-Bomb Day 


HIROSHIMA—The city of Hiroshima yesterday 
observed the 13th anniversary of the dropping of the 
atomic bomb with a memorial service for the 220,000 
who died as a result of the bombing. 


Some 30,000 persons gathered 
in front of the memorial tower 
in the Peace Anniversary Park, 
near the blast center, where the 
memorial service and a peace 
rally were held at 8 a.m. 

Among the guests present 
were Prince and Princess Taka- 
matsu, Education Minister Hiro- 
kichi Nadao and Misa Pavicevic, 
vice president of the Yugosiay 
Red Cross and a member of the 
Yugoslav Socialist Alliance. 

Several other foreign delegates 
to the Wor!d Convention Against 
Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs, 
slated to be held in Tokyo start- 
ing Aug. 12, were also present. 

All public offices, private 
companies and banks in the 
city were closed yesterday.

He said the citizens of Hiro- 
shima, remembering their bitter 
experience 13 years ago, were 
determined to work for eternal 
peace. 

As the mayor finished read- 
ing the deciaration, 800 doves 
were released. 

This was followed by the ring- 
ing of the “peace bell” at the 
anniversary park and other 
bells and sirens throughout the 
city at 8:15 a.m., the exact time 
when the atomic bomb was 
dropped on Aug. 6, 1945. With

Japanese Seamen 
Protest A-Dusting 


e The All-Japan Seamen’s Union 
yesterday sent a written protest 
to President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower against the nuclear tests 
in the Pgcific that “dusted” the 
survey ships Takuyo and Satsu- 
ma. 

The two ships are taking part 
in the International Geophysical 
Year program. 

A copy of the protest was 
sent to Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi. 


The 84,000-member union said 
in its protest that the US. tests 
posed “grave dangers to sailors 
at sea.” 


It said the establishment of 
danger zones on the high seas 
infringed the principle of the 
freedom of the high seas and 
went counter to international 
justice. 


The union also asked the 
Japan Shipowners Association 
and the Japan Fisheries Asso- 
ciation to take measures to pro- 
tect seamen from. radioactive 
hazards. 


It warned that members of 
the union would refuse to work 
aboard ships bound for danger 
zone areas if their safety were 
jeopardized.

24-Hour S.F. Peace Prayer

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— 

Some prayed to Allah, some to 
Jehovah, some to Buddha and 
some to God, but all for the 
same thing: peace. 
The procession of religious 
leaders at First Unitarian 
Church began at 12:01 a.m. Wed- 
nesday when Rabbi Saul White 
of the Congregation Beth Sho- 
lom of San Francisco opened a 
24hour prayer for peace vigil, 
commemorating the 13th anni- 
versary of the exploding of a 
U.S. atomic bomb above Hiro- 
shima. 

At half-hour intervals through- 
out the day other rabbis, Mus- 
lim imams, Yoga and Buddhist 
priests, Christian ministers and 
Quaker and Congressional lay 
leaders were to follow him. 

The vigil is sponsored by the 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation and Pacifica Forum.

Halt Japan’s.

Japan will not send out any 
more International Geophysical 
Year survey ships unless the 
United States suspends nuclear 
tests in the Patific, 


Kanji Suda, chief of the 
hydrographic section of the 
Maritime Safety Agency and a 
member of the IGY oceanogra- 


phic subcommittee, yesterday 
called off sending out any more 
ships. 


He seid the recent survey by 
two ships—which were dusted 
with atomic fallout—was made 
as part of the IGY activities set 
up by the U.S. Russia and 
Japan. 


“The United States should 
have known well where the 
two atom-<dusted ships—the 
Takuyo and Satsuma—were at 
the time of the nuclear explo- 
sion,” he charged, 

Suda said that U.S. doctors 
g that the 
health of the crews was nothing 
to worry about. 


Suda added that this was only 


because the crewmen were 
given prompt medical treat- 
ment, 


“If they did not receive this 
prompt treatment, the incident 
might have become a second 
Lucky Dragon case,” Suda said. 


Suda pointed out that the 
ships’ surveys of the sea cur- 
rents near the equator and other 
objectives of the expedition 
were “completely spoiled” by 
the atomic-dusting. 

“This was a great loss to the 
scientific world,” he said,

lt follows the 1950 Toronto 
meeting. It is the second to be 
held in Asia since the World 
Sunday School Convention was 
started in 1889. Tokyo was host 
to the 1920 congress. 

After prayers, a hymn and 
reading of scriptures, Mrs. 
Harue Miyake sang. 

Rev. Michio Kozaki. president 
of the National Christian Coun- 
cil of Japan and the chairman 
of the preparation committee, 
delivered a welcome address. 
He was followed by a congratu- 
latory address by Prime Min- 
ister Nobusuke Kishi.

The Foreign Office decided 
yesterday to vote for a U.S, 
resolution and give conditional 
support to a Soviet resolution 
at the U.N. Security Council 
meeting scheduled to open at 
4 am.

WASHINGTON (UPD— 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower said Wednesday 
that he will attend the 
United Nations special As- 
sembly meeting on the 
Middle East if he finds it 


necessary or desirable that,. 


he should participate. 

The President told a news 
conference that he believed thre 
Assembly discussion should not 
be confined ta what he called 
little Lebanon, bite should range 
over a wider section of the Mid- 
dle Bast because the caused of 
the troubles there are so wider 
spread. 

He said the United States wil 
start pulling its troops out of 
Lebanon just as soon as the 
United States and the Govert- 
ment of Lebanon feel that there 
is no longer any danger of M- 
direct aggression of the type 
that was being carried on before 
U.S. troops went into the area. 

President Eisenhower approv- 
ed Arab nationalism but said 
positive measures are needed to 
improve conditions and assure 
peace in the Middle East. 

He said troops will never 
bring peace in the Middle East, 
yet he defended the sending of 
U.S. forces to Lebanon “On 
grounds of outside indirect ag- 
gression and the call of the local 
freely elected Government. for 
help. 

Eisenhower said constructive 
efforts should’ be made through 


the United Nations. He men- 
tioned econemic and moral 
measures. 


In his first press conference 
since July 2, the President told 
241 newsmen that he had made 
no specific plans as yet to attend 


the special Assembly session. on 
the Middle East but that if he 
felt it necessary or desirable to 
participate he would do so, 

The President was asked if he 
would consider Russian aid. in 
a program for the Middle Eaat 
and it was at this point that he 
said the constructive program 
should be undertaken through 
the United Nations.

R’Are My Destiny” and

Her “Im a Fuji 
yvama Mama” ("Ready to blow 
my top!’), however, is all too 
intelligible—one of the rarer

Frank Nagai, current big hit 
on the “ryukoka” circuit, 
which includes just about every 
adolescent in the country, is on 
hand helping play deus ex ma- 
china with the plot and also 
making like a celebrity. He is 
one of those singers who never 
know what to do with his 
hands. 

Then there are lots more cele- 
brities who were apparenty 
around the Toho lot during film- 
ing, ineluding Frankie Sakai, 
who is given nothing to do at 
all. All of this talent is crammed 
willy-nilly into the film and it 
is not very surprising that noth- 
ing too entertaining emerges. 

What is lacking, of course, is 
direction in the larger sense of 
the word, a form strong enough 
to hold these various snippets, 
and a story which is not formid- 
able enough to be called a plot. 
But until the Japanese industry 
opens its Thursday “Japan 
Times” and comes to belated rec- 
ognition (“Say M.N., this boy 
Richie really has something?’) 
we will just have to wait and 
suffer in comparative silence. 

And, perhaps it is only to be 
expected. “Seven Brides” wasn't 
bullt in a day.

If confRict is one effective, if 
not essential, ingredient for an 
entertaining film, then a pic- 
ture dealing with a revolution, 
particularily a bloody one like 
the Russian revolution of 1917, 
would have a fair chance of 
success to start with, 

Furthermore, when the re- 


cipe is prepared by such a liter- 
ate Russian as Mikhail Sholok- 
hov, the dish is apt to be high- 
ly palatable not only to a good 
Communist but even to a strict- 
ly nonideological viewer. 


Such is the case of “Quiet 
Flows the Don,” being re- 
leased by Shochiku this week 
(probably by coincidence on 


Aug. 9, the anniversary of the 
Soviet entry into war against 
Japan). 

Based on the representative 
Russian roman fleuve of the 
same title (in Russian it is 
simply “The Quiet Don’) by the 


literary deputy of the Supreme 


Soviet, the current release 


is 
the first half of a two-part pic- 


ture. At that it is three hours 
long.

the film, directed by Sergei 


Gerasimov and photographed by

Golf School = 


How to Make That Putter Behave 


What could be more tick- 
lish than trying to sink in 
that final putt that'll mean so 
much to your Sunday score? 
But let’s look at it sensibly; 


never mind the jitters and 
the panic. 

The most important con- 
sideration in putting is the 
absence of wrist action. 


Every golfer knows (and I've 
stressed it often enough) that 
wrist action is very necessary 
to every golf shot EXCEPT 


the putt! 
Remember, no wrist action 
in putting! Why? Because 


it's too hard to handle. Take 
my word for it and don’t get 
tempted to start experiment- 
ing. 

Simply bring back the put- 
ter with the face square to 
the hole or, if the putting sur- 
face isn’t level, to the direc- 
tion you want the ball to go. 


At the top of your putting 
backswing, you'll feel your 
clubface open slightly; but if 
you want to cut down on 
sidespin and skid, you'd bet- 
ter keep that clubface square!

Rozsavoelgyi Betters 
1,500-Meter Record 


BUDAPEST (AP) — Istvan 
Rozsavoelgyi ran the metric 
mile—the 1,500 meters race—in 
3:40.3 Tuesday to better his own 
accepted world record time and 
hand international athletic offi- 
cials a five-way controversy to 
solve, 

Rozsavoelgyi made his record 
run during. the United States- 
Hungary-Czechosiovakia track 
and field meet. The United 
States dominated by winning 11 
of 14 events on the first day of 
a two-day competition. 

His time goes up for consid. 
eration and ratification by the 
International Amateur Athletic 
Federation at a meeting in 
Stockholm later this month. 

The meeting also is expected 
to decide on the validity of an 
identical 3:40.33 time by Swe- 
den’s Dan Waern, two clockings 


of 3:40.2 by two Finnish run- 
ners and a %:38.1 by Stanislas 


Jungwirth of Czechoslovakia. 

The five times awaiting con- 
sideration were described by 
Jozsef Sir, director of the Hun- 
garian track team, as “confus- 
ing” and constituting “an ob- 
scure situation.” 

Sir said he would not venture 
an opinion on which, if any, 
of the times would be accepted 


as better than Rozsavoelgyi's 
listed mark of %:40.6, set two 
years ago. 

Tuesday's race did not -ap- 


pear to be paced. Charges of 
pacing have been made against 
several of the runners who 
have fast 1,500 meter times 
awaiting consideration. 

Sir said a committee of the 
federation had already refused 
to consider Jungwirth’s time 
because the race was paced and 
one of the pacers dropped out 
before the finish.

Arbitration 
Pact Signed 


An agreement for use of com- 
mercial arbitration in trade was 


signed between Japan and 21 
Latin American countries, the 
Japan Commercial Arbitration 
Association announced vyester- 
day. 

The signing took place be- 
tween the JCAA and the Inter- 


American Arbitration Commuis- 
sion. The purpose of the accord 
is to settle trade disputes under 
the commercial arbitration sys- 
tem. 


The 21 Latin American .coun- 
tries are Cuba, Guatemala, Costa 
Rica, El Salvador, Dominican 
Republic, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Haiti, Puerto Rico, Honduras, 
Mexico, Argentina, Brazil, Boli- 
via, Equador, Uruguay, Colom- 
bia, Chile, Paraguay, Venezueia 
and Peru. 

If the agreement is inserted 
in contracts signed by Japanese 
and Latin American firms, the 
parties may ask automatically 
for fair arbitration by the third 
party if there is a dispute. 

The JCAA is negotiating with 
Canada, West Germany, Aus- 
tralia and other countries for 
the conclusion of similar agree- 
ments, 


Japan’s Australian 
Market Doubled 


CANBERRA (Kyodo-Reuter) 
— Japan's market in Australia 
has now been almost doubled by 
importing concessions granted 
in the trade agreement operat 
ing between the two countries. 


The Commonwealth statistic- 
ian, S. R. Carver, announced 
Tuesday that for the first 11! 
months of last trade year, im- 
ports from Japan were valued 
at £A21,409,000. In the same 
period of the previous year the 
total was £A11,694,000, 


There has been concurrently 
a big fall in Australia’s market 
in Japan. To May 31 exports 
totaled £A95,708,000 compared 
with £A130,275,000 for the 
same period of the previous 
year. 


Another conspicuous change 
in the pattern of Australia’s in- 
ternational trade has been the 
disappearance of the favorable 
balance with West Germany. 


Imports from Germany to May 
31 totaled £A37,128,000 com- 
pared with £A28,710,000 at 
the same date a year earlier, but 
exports to Germany dropped 
from £A43,154,000 to AA3I1,- 
740,000 leaving a defict of 
slightly more than £A6 million. 


. The most disastrous drop, 
however, is with the United 
Kingdom which has taken goods 
to the value of only £ A204,505,- 
000 in the first 11 months of the 
last trade period, a drop of 
£ A51,763,000, 


Imports from Britain have 
concurrently increased by 
£ A27,476,000 to £ A229,728,000.

Police Activities 
Most people in Tokyo will have been aware that the 
police have been remarkably active this year in endeavor- 


ing to deal adequately with lawless elements. 


What we 


might perhaps justly call a “police campaign” has met 
with considerable success and we think the police deserve 
a word of praise and encouragement over what has been 


accomplished. 


We believe that. we have as well-trained and efficient 
body of men in the police here as there is in any city in the 


world today but it must be 


acknowledged that postwar 


conditions have left them some difficult problems. 
They have had to face the fact that a number of con- 


firmed vicious criminals have 


been at large for some years 


and they are also called upon to deal with a considerable 
body of gangsters, juvenile delinquents and petty offenders 
against the law.

It only needs a stern and determined coordinat- 
ed drive to get these men rounded up and we are giad to 
see that this is actually forthcoming.

The gangsjer problem appears to have become more 
acute in ‘Tokyo recently although the police have registered 


a good deal of success in dealing with it. 


While some of 


the gangs recently broken up have been guilty of serious 
breaches of the law, others are more allied to certain as- 
pects of juvenile delinquency than the pursuit of a definite 
career of crime, although, of course, there is a constant 
passing over of “wild youths” into definitely criminal 


circles, 


In many of these juvenile cases police action is not so 


helpful. 


What is needed is over-all action to secure stricter 


parental control, awakening of more interest in sports and 

educational facilities and proper employment. The last- 

named is of special importance. Taedium vitae and a sense 
of frustration lead many boys and girls astray. 


T rade War in Asia 


Increasing Competition -From Red Ch 


HONGKONG —- Hanging from 
the celling of a small depart- 
ment store here which special 
izes in mainland China products 
is a weird device which looks 
like a metallic. version of a 
cauliflower gone to seed. 

It is, actually, a kerosene 
lamp with a heat-powered gen- 
erator on top. It provides ii- 
lumination, and at the same 
time generates enough electri- 
city to run a small radio. 

When a sample shipment of 
200 of these lamps was deliver- 
ed recently in Bangkok, they 
were snapped up almost imme 
diately by retailers who saw a 
ready market in backward areas 
of Southeast Asia where electric 
power lines have not yet pene 
trated. 

And one can assame that it 
China can mass produce these 
fairly simple lamps-—and there 
is every indication that they can 
—they will enjoy something in 
the nature of an export 
bonanza. 


There is more to it, however, 
than merely a new product that 
sells. This strange-looking con- 
traption of brass, giass, and 
aluminum is a symbol of Red 
China’s trade war in Asia—a 
ealculated and crafty economic 
offensive which is daily picking 
up more momentum at the ex- 
pense of Japanese, Taiwan, 
Hongkong, and European manu- 
facturers and exporters. 


Export in Quantity 


Regardiess of whether Chi- 
nese farmers have enough co*- 
ton to clothe their family, or 
whether the mainland factory 
workers can buy a new pair of 
shoes, China’s State Trading 
Corporation is exporting these 
and a wide variety of other 
products in quantities which 
have now gone far beyond the 
token level. 


And with a tightly-controlled 
economy, China can dump its 
products at cut-rate prices with 
which no non-Communist coun- 
try today can compete. 

The results have not been, so 
far, what one might call devas- 
tating. But they have reached 
the stage of becoming serious. 
China's trade offensive in Asia 
now appears to be a permanent 
phenomenon rather than mereiy 
a temporary political gimmick. 

Hongkong’s Chinese and Brit- 
ish manufacturers are frankly 
worried. India has begun to 
feel the pinch, Britain has suf- 
fered some trade  set-backs. 
Taiwan has been hard hit. 

And for Japan, having lost at 
least temporarily its China 
mainland markets and  con- 
sequently ‘heavily dependent 
upon Southeast Asian trade, 
the threat from mainland China 
is becoming a problem of ma- 
jor economic concern. 


Growing Invasion 


At first, the competition from. 
Red China was felt only in a 
few selected items such as 
sugar, cement, hogs and tex- 
tiles. Now, however, it has ex- 
tended into a broad range of 
consumer products ranging 
from edible oils and synthetic 
camphor to electric fans, fat- 
irons, neon lighting tubes and 
radio-controlled toys. 

Citronella oil, used for mak- 
ing expensive perfumes,- was 
once an almost exclusive Tai- 
wan export item. Today vir- 
tually every world buyer, with 
the exception of the U.S. is 
purchasing citronella oil from 
Chinese Hainan Island. 

Mainland Chinese enamelware 
has recently invaded Southeast 
Asian markets at the expense 
of both Hongkong and Japa- 
nese producers. Singapore, for 
instance, has signed contracts 
so far this year for 3,200 cases 
at prices 17 per cent below 
other bidders. As a result Hong- 
kong has had to cut its produc-

It is questionable if the Gov- 
ernment should enforce a policy 
of stimulating domestic demand. 
Such a policy will only help 
strengthen the wish of the eco- 
nomic circles to depend upon 
the Government ,and reduce 
their efforts toward rationaliza- 
tion of enterprises and promo- 
tion of exports. There is a need, 
however, for the Government to 
prepare for coping with further 
worsening of recession since 
there are possibilities of this na- 
tion facing worse times now 
that the United States and other 
countries are also suffering from 
a business downtrend. The im- 
mediate need is to take some 
steps to relieve such industries 
as textile and shipbuilding 
which are hardest hit.

Hongkong figures, therefore, 
are significant. During the first 
six months of thia vear, for ex- 
ample, -China exported (U.S.) 
$100 million worth of goods to 
Hongkong, a8 compared with 
Hongkong exports to China of 
only $7,200,000. 

Earn Foreign Exchange 

From the standpoint of China, 
this means that Peiping picked 
up neariy $93 million in foreign 
exchange in six months—not 


sensational but significant in 
terms of similar earnings for 
the same period last year. 


It also means that foreign ex- 
change was being earned at the 


, expense of Japan, Taiwan and 


other countries transshipping, 
like the Chinese, through 
Hongkony. 


Another good barometer is 
Malaya, a new nation whose 
trade patterns are being close- 
ly watched. During the first 
five months of this year, Ma 
aya’s purchases from Hong- 
kong—and this includes goods 
transshipped from Japan-- 
were $300,000 less than its im- 
ports from mainiand China.

other specific examples of Chi- 
nese dumping, cut-rate prices, 
the pressuring of overseas Chi- 
nese traders in Southeast Asia 
to “buy China” at the expense 
of Japan, Taiwan and European 
exporters.

It is still difficult to ascertain. 
For the moment Japan and Tal- 
wan would appear to be the 
chief targets. China has pro- 
mised to boycott Japanese 
goods, not only on the mainland 
but in Southeast Asia. And it 
is obviously anxious to knock 
out Taiwan by similar methods. 

Probing Market 


Some businessmen in Hong- 
kong feel that China is now put- 
ting the economic pinch on this 
colony, possibly as part of its 
campaign against British troop 
landings in Jordan. But China's 
economic action against Hong- 
kong has not vet become that 
severe. Skilled economic ana- 
lysts point out that China could 
wipe out Hongkong by econo- 
mic warfare anytime it so de- 
sires. There is no indication it 
is willing at this time to take 
so drastic a step. 

What seems more plausible is 
that Pelping is in the process of 
flexing its foreign trade mus- 
cles. It is probing Asian mar- 
Kets on a Sort of random basis. 
testing its ability to secure new 
markets at the expense of the 
non-Communist countries, and 
watching closely the economic 
reaction in those countries. 

it would be a mistake, how- 
ever, to believe that China is 
not prepared to further enlarge 
its trade war in Asia. The ob- 
jective is obviousiy political—a 
thrust designed to support 
political subversion by making 
certain Asian economies more 
dependent upon the Communist 
bloc. 

And only the most unrealistic 
observer could but admit that it 
presents a formidable threat.

For 
long, indeed, the school system 
has been the only obstacle to 
the glorious transition from the 
feudal age of language into a 
newer, brighter, freer era. But 
now at last, this inner citadel 
of dark reaction is falling be- 
fore the march of progress.

This happy conclusion is 
based upon prolonged, delight- 
ed study of the current con- 
troversy about American edu- 
cation. If you read the docu- 
ments, you find that out-of-date 
English is still written by the 
peevish minority who think our 
schools should teach the three 
R's, and possibly punish the 
unfortunate young with just a 
hint of science, But you also 
find that quite another lan- 
guage is usually written by the 
progressives, the advocates of 
life-adjustment, the influential 
educators who insist that teach- 
ers hardly need to know what 
they are teaching, so long as 
they hold masters’ degrees in 
education. 

A poor reporter, untreatised 
in this bright new tongue, dare 
not attempt a comprehensive 
description. Battalions of train- 
ed philologists would be re 
quired, just to deduce the rev- 
olutionary language - principles 
contained in-a single corre- 
spondence that has come into 
this reporter's possession. 
Straight from an inner sanctum 
of the National* Education As 
sociation itself, these letters are 
sc progressive in their gram- 
mar, word use and in all other 
Ways that they alone prove, for 
good and all, the N. E. A.’s 
brave claim to be always in the 
forefront. 

But maybe it is not overbold 
to offer just one sample of the 
new, life-adjusted English writ- 
ten by our pedagogue-liberators. 
It is a manifesto against the 
hard-nosed, three - R - minded 
minority, which is published in 
the current “Atlantie Monthly” 
by Dr. Daniel Tanner, B.Sc., 
M.S. and PhD, Dr. Tanner, 
who is presently assistant pro- 
fessor of education at San Fran- 
cisco State College, shows the 
way fog every other teacher of 
our yOuth in his fine opening 
sentence: 
‘“Among . the 


many attacks 


levied at American public educa- 
tion in recent months, none has 
been more vociferous than those 
which strike at teacher prepara- 
tion and certification.”

Here we see one of 
the finest achievements of life- 
adjusted English—the abandon- 


ment of undemocratic distinc- 
tions of word-meanine.

Yet Dr. Tanner was not 


slotfifully content with just one 
proof of the errors of old- 
fogyism. In his single opening 
Sentence, he also achieved the 
bold jump from singular to 
plural, the fine confusion of 
number, in that haunting 
phrase, “none has been more 
vociferous than those.” From 
this starting point, one can 
already peer into the fully life- 
adjusted future, when our 
young will write “they is,” “she 
are” and “we am,” and get the 
pat on the back thev will then 
deserve. 

It is tempting to linger longer 
with Dr. Tanner, for his prose 
is also capable of many a lyric 
ornament. Think, for example, 
of the singing statement, “The 
student enrolled in a_ special 
methods course in each of his 
major and minor areas.” But it 
would be unfair to all the 
others who have _ surpassed 
Dr. Tanner to emphasize only 
his accompfishments. The point 
about him is that he is splendid- 
ly, happily representative of a 
vast and powerful horde of 
modern American educators. 

If you doubt it, go read al- 
most any current American 
academic work on sociology or 
psychology or even politics, 
You will find a language as far 
removed from English as Czech 
is from Russian, and full of 
such brilliant word inventions 
as David Reisman’'s “privatiza- 
tion of women” (which mainly 
means the tendency of steno- 
graphers from small towns to 
be lonely In big cities). 

Thank God, then, the new 
day has dawned. Enjoy it 
while you can, for with televi- 
sion in every home, the written 
word will soon be going out.

Kenji Miyamoto was chosen 
secretary general of the Japan 
Communist Party at the just- 
ended seventh national conven- 
tion of the party.

He was arrested by the 
thought police in 1933, and two 
years later, he married his 
writersweetheart Yuriko while 
in fail.

After his release, Miyamoto 
became a member of-the JCP’s 
politbureau and later chairman 
of the Control Committee. 

His second big ordeal came 
in January 1950, when the party

suspended his activities, Miya- 
moto was then the central 
figure of the party’s interna- 


tional faction and an eyesore to 
the party’s main current faction 


led by Kyuichi Tokuda and 
Ritsu Ito. 
After five years of eclipse, 


Mivamoto was accepted back to 
the party leadership and even- 
tually became the main prop of 
the main current faction. His 
nomination as the party’s new 
secretary general was regarded 
virtually certain long before the 
seventh national convention 
was called into session, 

Miyamoto drafted the party's 
charter that was submitted to 
the convention in the name of 
the Central Committee. He 
also steered the tension ridden 
debates on the party's platform 
as the highest representative of 
the party headquarters, 

Observers believe Mivamoto’s 
persevering, subdued character 
will be reflected from now on 
in stepped-up emphasis on mass 
struggles. 

Miyamoto is 49 years old and 
a graduate of Tokyp Univer- 
sity’s Economics Department.

The New Yorkers in their im- 
personal contacts with each 
other or with outsiders dis- 
tinguish thems Ives as probably 
the crudest citizens in the 
world. This is particularly true 
with bus drivers, subway sta 
tion hands, hacks and store 
keepers, who themselves would 
not, or should not, dispute this 
assessment of their courtesy. 


For their manners have been 
a target of criticisms by their 
fellow Americans from other 
parts of the United States, 
Foreigners who visit the U.S. 
for the first time and stay oniy 
in New York would only 4 
sume that all Americans are 
like that. 

There are many exceptidns to 
the rule, however. But what is 
amazing is that apparently 
there is no consistency about 
the attitude of sales personne! 
of even a well-known retail 
shop. The fact that you may 
receive. as courteous an atten- 
tion in the Sth Avenue store 
of a certain shop is no guarantee 
of like reception in its 42nd 
Street store. Exceptions may 
be partly due to the fact that 
not all people who work in 
Manhattan, for instance, are Na- 
tive New Yorkers. 

One of the requirements for 
a departing alien is to obtain 
income tax clearance from the 
Treasury Department. The of- 
ficial who worked on my case 
came out with the computation 


that i had te pay $10 on the 
year’s stipend [ had received 
from Columbia University. 


When I expressed surprise at 
that, he checked thoroughly to 
see if a different result might 
be obtained.

For a Japanese leaving New

and then obtain visas from 
some of the countries he plans 
to visit. 

The European countries ex- 
cept the U.K. do not require 
visa for Japanese stopping over 
for less than three months. But 
practically all Middle East and 
Southeast Asian countries cd6. 
Obtaining visas from these 
countries, time-consuming as it 
is, is an educational process be- 
cause the varying requirements 
and procedures involved seem 
to indicate the peculiarities and

The visa section of the ULK, 
consulate general is located on 
5th Avenue, some distance from 
th- main one at 99 Park Avenue 
if you-are careless enough not 
to discern the difference in the 
telephone book, vou are doomed 
to having to take a taxi.

According to my experiences, 
phoning a consulate office to 
find out What papers one needs 
to obtain a Visa is often a waste 
of a dime. On the phone you 
may be told that for a tourist 
visa. all you need is to fill in a 
form or two and pay a small 
fee, and that ‘no photograph is 
needed. Actually, however, 
when you go to the office, you 
might be told ja different story. 
You need several photos and, 
as India and Pakistan require, 
a letter by your airlines certi- 
fying that you do have a ticket. 
In the cases of these subcon- 
tinent countries, a Key ques- 
tion seemed to be that a tourist 
was not going there to engag 
in business, 

In the consulate office of the 
United Arab Republic, you are 
asked to fill in two forms, The 
first place the official looks at 
is your occupation. If it hap- 
pens to be “journalist” there 
will be two more forms—much 
longer than the others—to fill 
in. More photos are required. 

Thailand seems to have the 
most “mysterious Orjent” aura 
about it. The office at 20 F. 
82nd Street is mahned bv a 
Negro janitor at the reception- 
ist’s desk on the ground floor 
and Thai officials upstairs. 

But entire business is 
conducted by the janitor shut- 
tling up and down between the 
applicant im the hall and the 
officials in the rooms above, 
where no visitor is allowed. 
While waiting on the marble 
floor, however, a Visitor, if he 
is a congenial soul, could enjoy 
a friendly chat with the janitor 
who looks a good 20° years 
younger than ais 60.
